The 80-odd miles that Marshal] ™ 


Rommel bad orlginally advanced 
against American forces in Tunisia 
had cost the “Desert Fox” dearly. 
For not only had most of that gain 
beon lost in retreat, but the Axis 
offensive had been converted into a 
first-class Axis setback, with heavy 
casualties, 

Pell mell through the Kasserine 
puss Rommel's Afrika Korps tani 
forces had retreated to the suuth- 
west under powerful Allied gun and 
iircraft atinek, Seasoned observers 
termed Romrnel’s maneuver, a typ- 
jeal Axis hiteand-rux action, The 
Axis had found the American forces 
overextended and trying to man un- 
tenable positions, The Axis had | 
truck hard, When the American 
high command met this offensive 
with a rmore powerful counteroffen- 
sive, the Axis ran for cover, 

Thus Rommiel’s first major bid to

mel's reur.
